Meanwhile, Selective Registration is 
growing by leaps and bounds so that more and more type ratings as well as produc- 
tion records are available in Canada for prospective buyers.

Problems of Pure Bred Dairy Cattle Industry Discussed 
John Clark Reelected President ... Prof. Bowling 
Engaged as Full Time Secretary 


_ Following are slightly condensed 
Minutes of the annual meeting held 
at Hotel Cleveland, Cleveland. Ohio, 
Jan. 4 and 5, 1945: 

Roll Call showed all officers, di- 
rectors and breed association repre- 
. sentatives present except Director J. 
C. Nisbet. Members and guests pres- 
ent totalled 34. 


President John Clark reviewed the 
“more important activities of the past 


year and the progress made in vari- 


‘ous projects. The score card project 
had been very satisfactorily com- 
pleted and the new score cards in 
‘color distributed to the colleges and 
had been received with many fine ex- 
pressions of approval. The artificial 
insemination rules had been accept- 
ed and adopted by the five breed ac- 
sociations and the various forms were 
being used by approved cooperatives 
throughout the country. Much prog- 
ress had been made during the year 
toward developing uniform rules and 
terminology in the Advanced Regis- 
try and Herd Test programs. The 
Committee on Rules and Ethics for 
Sales had held several meetings and 
would have a report during this meet- 
ing. Some preliminary work had 
been done on a program for uniform 
rules and regulations for interstate 
movement of livestock. The Presi- 
dent and Secretary had called on Dr. 
Hendershott of New Jersey, secre- 
tary of the U. S. Live Stock Sanitary 
Association, and Dr. C. P. Bishop of 
Pennsylvania, chairman of a com- 
mittee to work on such rules, and 
had called a meeting of state and 
federal regulatory officials and rep- 
resentative breeders of the eleven 
uortheastern states to consider this 
subject, The meeting was held at 
Springfield, Mass., September 27, 
1944, with fifty people in attendance 
and all eleven states represented. A 
fine spirit was shown throughout the 
meeting and much progress was 
made, and plans are under way for 
a follow-up meeting during the win- 
ter. President Clark felt that the 
Purebred Dairy Cattle Association 
had made great progress and had 
been a broadening influence in the ac- 
quaintanece between the breed of- 
ficials and the exchange of ideas on 
many subjects of common interest: 
that the organization had gone much 
further than its founders had antici- 
pated and that it would continue to 
grow in importance and influence. 
The report of the secretary-treas- 
urer gave a brief review of activities 
during the year 1944 and showed the 
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crganization in good shape financ- 
ially, with a balance of $5,179.20 on 
hand December 31, 1944, as com- 
pared with $1,651.89 at the begin- 
ning of the year. Total receipts were 


$5,020, including assessments of 
$4,750 against the five member 
organizations, and disbursements 


totaled $1,492.69. 


The Secretary reported a survey of 
all 48 colleges covering distribution 
of score cards and supplies on hand. 
In most cases the supplies at the col- 
leges are low or entirely exhausted, 
and the number in stock for the 
Purebred Dairy Cattle Association 
at Brattleboro, is small, only 21,200 
bull cards and 29,700 cow cards re- 
maining of the 550,000 printed. 

The Secretary urged the import- 
aluce of the parentage blood test to 
the registry associations and sug- 
gested a joint program of developing 
greater laboratory facilities for this 
work in the future. 


Herd Classification Rules 


Chairman Conklin of the Commit- 
tee on Herd Classification Rules re- 
perted no meeting of the committee 
during the year. He discussed the 
rule barring a first-calf heifer from 
the “Excellent” rating and felt that 
the Ayrshire breeders would favor 
changing to permit the “Excellent” 
rating. He reported that the Ayr- 
shire rules have been amended so 
that no cow could be rated higher 
than ‘‘Very Good’ if dry or within 
thirty days following freshening. He 
ciscussed the research program at 
the University of West Virginia, in 
which all females in the Reymann 
Memorial herd of Ayrshires are re- 
classified at six months’ intervals and 
heifers are classified after reaching 
six months of age. 

Mr. J. S. Campbell, Jr., discussed 
the rating of bulls and suggested 
this rating might be made temporary 
and subject to adjustment when the 
bull’s daughters were inspected. 

Mr. Norton told of the Preferred 
Sire rating in the Holstein classifica- 
tion program which is based on the 
type of daughters as compared with 
their dams and is entirely separate 
and apart from the rating assigned 
to the individual bull on the basis of 
his own type. 

Chairman Idtse of the Committee 
on Uniform Rules for Proving Sires 
reported no activity of his commit- 
tee during the year and felt that 
much further study was needed be- 
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fore a uniform program should be 
attempted. He recommended the 
use of conversion factors to adjust 
records to a mature basis, 2X milk- 
ing for 305 days. 

Chairman Norton of the Commit- 
tee on Uniform Rules for Artificial 
Insemination reported no change in 
rules during the year except the ad- 
dition of a form for use in making 
monthly reports of semen shipments 
between cooperatives. He reported 
106 approved cooperatives iin 19 
states, New York leading with 28. 
Rules and blanks have been supplied 
to these cooperatives and the colleges 
during the year. 


Uniform Testing Rules 


Chairman Karl Musser of the 
Committee on Uniform Rules for Of- 
ficial Testing, called on Professo1 
Floyd Johnston to report the recom- 
niendations of the committee. A tre- 
mendous amount of work had been 
done by Professor Johnston on this 
program. He had completely rew rit- 
ten the rules to amalgamate the 
rules recommended by the Purebred 
Dairy Cattle Association with those 
adopted by the American Dairy Sci- 
ence Association and showed the 
points of difference in this latest re- 
vision from the rules of each of the 
five breed associations. These _ re- 
vised rules were read and discussed. 
These rules will be submitted to each 
of the five member organizations and 
to the American Dairy Science As- 
sociation for approval insofar as pos- 
sible at the 1945 meetings. 

Amendment to the by-laws were 
adopted authorizing the Executive 
Committee to employ a paid secre- 
tary. 

Chairman Nisbet of the Publicity 
Committee was unable to attend, and 
his report was presented by Mr. Zim- 
merman. 


Sale Ethics 


Chairman J. P. Allyn of the Com- 
mittee on Rules and Ethics for Pub- 
lic and Private Sales reported that 
his committee had held several 
meetings and gathered suggestions 
from many sources and had found 
many difficult problems to solve in 
their efforts to develop reasonable 
and practical rules that would pro- 
tect the interests of buyer and seller 
alike. Their object, was to set up a 
standard of fair practices to recom- 
Cattle. His report brought out a great 
deal of discussion and some changes 
were suggested and adopted. These 
proposed rules will be submitted to 
each of the five member organiza- 
tions for suggestions or in the auc- 
tion sale ring to approval and if and 
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when finally approved and adopted 
by all five breeds will be published 
and recommended, for general use 
by selling agencies and dairy cattle 
breeders. 

Chairman John Clark of the Com- 
mittee on Rules and Regulations for 
Interstate Movement of Dairy Cattle, 
reported on the progress with this 
newest project of the Purebred Dairy 
Cattle Association. 


D.H.1.A. Program 


Chairman Conklin of the Commit- 
tee on Improving the D.H.I.A. Test- 
ing Program reported no meeting of 
this committee during the year. He 
suggested expansion of this program 
on a service basis to dairymen, re- 
ducing amount of supervision, great- 
er use of bimonthly tests, greater 
use of incomplete records, and rec- 
cmmended more owner-sampler tests 
and supervision of a larger number 
of cows in one day. Dr. Heizer ex- 
pressed the view that owner-sampler 
tests should be considered as private 
tests for the owner’s guidance only 
and not for publication. President 
Clark felt that the standard for care- 
ful and accurate records should not 
be impaired lest the confidence of 
the public in the records might be 
lost entirely.

Ma- 
jority of members of cooperatives are 
small farmer-dairymen whose herds 
have a relatively low average produc- 
tion and this concentration in the use 
of better sires means a big opportun- 
ity for improvement and should be- 
come an important factor in more 
profitable operation of these herds. 
At present 104 bulls owned by Wis- 
consin cooperatives are providing 
semen for 68,000 cows. The tendency 
in the cooperatives is toward consoli- 
dation of the small associations into 
lerger units where bulls are kept at 
a central point and semen shipped 
out daily to the member coopera- 
tives. Dr. Heizer sees an opportun- 
ity for the better breeders to profit 
by working with these cooperative 
organizations, placing bulls from 
their better cow families in associa- 
tion use and later bringing them 
back as herd sires after proof is 
available. He feels that the real 
seedstock herds can well-afford to 
work closely with these cooperative 
zroups. 

Dr. Heizer reported on the prog- 
ress in the study of blood characters 
which has been under way for five 
years at the University of Wisconsin 
in the Genetics Laboratory. They

The following code of fair practice in 
connection with both public and private 
sales of purebred breegjn. eattle was 
discussed and approved the Purebred 
Dairy Cattle Association. It will be re- 
ferred to each of the five dairy breed 
associations for final approval before offi- 
cial acceptance. As finally approved, they 
will be recommended to sale managers 
and breeders for general use. ; 

" We do not understand it is the interest 
of the Associations to try to exercise 
police power, but rather to suggest a code 














that the weight of public opinion may 
support as fair to both seller and buyer. 
We are publishing this copy now in 
advance of consideration by the _ Hol- 





stein-Friesian Association of America in 
order to provide an opportunity for pub- 
lic discussion that may be helpful in 
darifying any doubtful points. 










Public Sales 






In the selling of registered pure- 
pred cattle a complete statement of 
facts should be made, along with all 
information available on animal sold. 

Sale Title. This should be a 
definite statement of dispersal, 
partial dispersal or consignment, as 
the case may be, designating any cat- 
tle reserved, etc. 

(a) Dispersal Sale: Complete sell 
out, no salable cattle reserved. If a 
member of a firm or family wishes 
to purchase any animal to found an- 
other herd, this fact should be stated 
in the catalogue. 

(b) Partial Dispersal or Reduc- 
tion Sale: Selling part of the herd. 
Explanation must be made. 

(c) Consignment Sale: 
animals consigned by different 
breeders. It is recommended that 
both consignor and breeder be listed 
on the pedigree of each animal in a 
consignment sale catalogue. 

Terms and Conditions of Sale 

Terms: The terms are cash unless 
other arrangements are made with 
the seller before the sale. All pay- 
ments must be made to the clerk of 
the sale and no release of animals 
will be given until satisfactory set- 
tlement has been made. 


Bids: The highest bidder shall be 
the buyer. In case of dispute, the 
animal shall again be put up for ad- 
vance bids and if there be no ad- 
vance bid, the animal shall be sold 
to the person from whom the auc- 
tioneer accepted the last bid. Every 
animal is pledged to absolute sale 
and by-bidding is prohibited. Every 
animal must be transferred to a new 
Owner and may not be transferred 
Back to seller in less than a year,

Risk: All animals are at purchas-

Hay, 
bedding and feed placed in cars will 
be charged for at cost. Crates for 
shipping by express will be fur- 
nished at cost.

Tuberculin Test and Retest: Each 
animal has passed a negative test for 
tuberculosis within thirty days and 
enters the sale with health certificate 
approved by state and federal gov- 
ernment. 

Blood Test: All animals have 
passed a negative test for Bang’s 
disease within thirty days and a com- 
plete statement as to the condition 
of health of the entire herd from 
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Proposed Code of Fair Practice for Sales

Sanitation: To. safeguard the 
health of the cattle, the sales man- 
agement has thoroughly cleaned and 
disinfected the barns just prior to 
this sale.

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A Weapon Against White Scours 


Five Out of 45 Calves Died from White Scours and 


Other Causes Before Two Months Old—Then Came 
This New Control.—By LEWIS NORDYKE 


The owner of a herd of purebred 
eattle was pleased at the birth of a 
pull calf. He had carefully planned 
the breeding, and hoped for a male. 
He wanted a junior herd sire. From 
the moment it arrived, this bull calf 
looked promising. Two days later the 
junior herd sire-to-be was dead. Con- 
tagious white scours, the disease that 
has taken more dairy calves than all 
other ailments combined, hit the calf, 
and nothing could be done to save 
him for the future of the herd. 

An epidemic of white scours had 
proken out in the herd. Nine of 
every ten calves born died before 
they were two weeks old. D. G. Per- 
kins, of E. R. Squibb & Sons in New 
York, heard of the calf-killing epi- 
demic. He suggested that colloidal 
silver oxide-cupric oxide ointment be 
tried, Capsules of this product, now 
known as Penovoxil, were given 
orally to all new-born calves. The 
death rate was cut to one out of each 
ten calves born. The epidemic stop- 
ped almost as suddenly as it had 
started. 

Exhaustive experiments at the Uni- 
versity of Connecticut Department of 
Dairy Industry at Storrs the past six 
years have proved the amazing effec- 
tiveness of the product. It promises 
highly successful control of the calf 
killer. 

For years the Storrs herd, which 
includes Jerseys, Guernseys, Hol- 
steins, Milking Shorthorns and Ayr- 
shires, had suffered an average loss 
of about 11 per cent of its calves. In, 
1939 the loss was 18.5 per cent of the 
f5 calves born. In 1940, just before 
the experiments with ointment start- 
ed, 16.7 per cent of the 66 calves 
horn were lost. and there were eight 
definitely established cases of white 
scours. Use of the black salve cut 
deaths to 4.3 per cent of 71 calves in 
1941, In 1942 the loss from all 
causes was 7.9 per cent of the 63 
calves born, and in 1943 the loss 
from all causes was 4.5 per cent of 
the 74 calves. There were no cases 
of scours in 1942 and 1943. Every 
calf that died was given a_ post- 
nortem with bacteriological examin- 
ation. The exact cause of every 
leath was established; the absence 
of the scours infection was likewise 
definitely determined. 


On through 1944 the experiment 
oe continued with as amazing re- 
sults.

he disease frequently develops into 
meumonia and other ailments; the 
lw calves that survive highly-fevered 
“ses may be stunted, With purpese 
iteeding so precise and expensive, 


the loss of dairy calves runs into an 
enormous amount of money—to say 
nothing of the potential production 
that dies with the calf. 


Speed of this new cure is the secret 
ot effectiveness. The late Dr. John 
Mueller, of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, developed the ointment. Dr. 
W. J. Lentz, director of the small- 
animals clinic at the Pennsylvania 
Veterinary Hospital, discovered that 
the minute silver particles traveled 
through the skin and tissue speedily. 
It was discovered at Penn and Storrs 
that the ointment passes quickly 
through the calf, giving its innards a 
complete antiseptic. The material 
sets through a calf quick enough to 
kill the infection before it has time 
to take hold. In experiments in 
Which calves already infected were 
treated, the capsules brought quick 
results. Fever cooled; the stools be- 
came firm, 

The same product in salve form 
was first used at Storrs seven years 
ago. One of the most valuable cows 
in the station dairy herd developed 
a severe abscess. The salve was ap- 
plied to a sore on the outside of the 
udder. It healed rapidly. Another 
abscess broke out inside the udder 
and it too was healed. This gave the 
siaffmen an idea. They diffused the 
salve with oil and injected it into the 
udder through the teat canal for the 


treatment of chronic mastitis. In an 
amazingly short time, the mastitis 
was gone. Since then, the silver ox- 


ide in liquid form has been effective- 
ly used as a treatment for mastitis. 
This rapid penetration and action 


Frizzells Entertain 


Leo Blanding, Assistant Supt. of

been asked to write you 
the meeting of the Sullivan 
County New Hampshire Holstein 
Club. whieh was held the evening 
of February 21 at the home of T. J.

Although the turnout was 
small, it was an interested and en- 
thusiastic group. During the first 
part of the evening, we had a dis- 
cussion of the Herd Test and Herd 
Classification. 

Then following a bounteous lunch, 
which was brought in from Mrs. 
Frizzell’s kitchen, Professor L. A. 
Johnson, Extension Dairyman from 
the University of New Hampshire, 
gave a most interesting account of 
work that is being done in cobalt 
treatment of a nutritional disease of 
dairy cattle, which has appeared 
from time to time in some sections 
of New Hampshire. While the 
authorities at the University are pro- 
ceeding with considerable caution in 
an effort to forestall the tendency to 


of the antiseptic suggested the idea 
that the salve might kill the infection 
causing white scours. After the mas- 
titis incident, Squibb distributed the 
salve under the name of Novoxil. The 
medicine used to combat white scours 
is the same ointment, but it is pre- 
pared in capsules and known by the 
lew name, It is now generally avail- 
able at drug stores. 

At Storrs, the newborn calf is given 
a capsule as soon as possible. Then 
two other capsules are given six to 
eight hours apart. This means the 
three capsules are given within twen- 
ty-four huors after the calf is born. 
No calf treated in this manner has 
developed a definite case of white 
scours. 

Prof. Robert E. Johnson, of the 
Dairy Industry Department at Storrs, 
handled the experiment. Mr. John- 
son has been practically reared with 
the dairy herd at the station; he has 
been there since 1923. At first he 
doubted the effectiveness of the black 
salve. Being a man of strictly scien- 
tific mind, he declined to say a word 
about the experiment until the re- 
sults stacked up in a convincingly 
large pile. ¢ 

“T’d seen too many things seem to 
work awhile and then suddenly cease, 
to be effective,”’ he said. “I wanted 
to be certain about this thing. I am 
convinced that the salve will prevent 
white scours and serve as an effective 
treatment for calves that may become 
infected.’’—Reprinted by special per- 
mission, from the December 1944 is- 
sue of Country Gentleman.

lay all cattle ailments to a cobalt 
deficiency, the results thus far have 
bordered on the spectacular and 
miraculous. A preliminary report of 
this work is presented in Station Cir- 
cular 68, dated September 1944, and 
published by the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, University of New 
Hampshire, at Durham. 

Guests who were fortunate enough 
to arrive early had the opportunity 
to look over the herd which Mr.

She Founded a Family 


In our January 6 issue, we report- 
ed the death at Carnation Farms of 
their famous brood cow, Cascad: 
Madcap Violet Fayne 2d, at the age 
of 19 years, and promised soon to 
present a more complete story of her 
remarkable lifetime of achievement. 

This story starts back in 1926 
when Carnation Milk Farms pur- 
chased a certain heifer from the vet- 
eran breeders, Wm. Todd & Sons, 
Yakima, Wash. No one could then 
foresee that she would one day found 
a sensational family of her own and 
prove to be one of the greatest brood 
cows in the history of the breed. Her 
name was Cascade Madcap Violet 
Fayne 2d 1077909. At that time, she 
was simply a promising and very 
well-bred heifer, a daughter of King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 35th, the bull 
that Mr. Todd had sent back east to 
Iowa to purchase from Hargrove & 
Arnold. He was at that time un- 
proven. The dam, however, was rec- 
ognized as one of the good Todd 
cows, Cascade Madcap Violet Fayne, 
with a yearly record as a 4-year-old 
of 848.6 lbs. fat, 23397.7 lbs. milk. 
She was Todd-bred for generations, 


being a daughter of Sir Johanna 
Ruth Fayne; her dam a daughter of 
Yakima Cornucopia and the next 
dam, Madcap Violet, a granddaugh- 
ter of Sarcastic Lad. The dam of 
Cascade Madcap Violet Fayne was 
a full sister to the dam of Idaho 
Violet Posch Ormsby, famous 1000- 
lb. foundation cow of the University 
of Idaho. 


Cascade Madcap Violet Fayne 2d 
freshened at 28 months in the Car- 
nation herd, and made a 7-day record 
of 12.575 lbs. fat, 338.3 lbs. milk. 
This was by no means sensational. 
Freshening next in 2 days less than 
a year, she was run on yearly test 
as a junior 3-year-old, 3-times a day, 
with the promising performance of 
17933.3 lbs. milk, 3.87%, 674.2 lbs. 
fat, qualifying also for a good 305- 
day record in the same lactation. 
Both records were near the top for 
that day. She next appeared in 5- 
year-old form, on 4-time milking, 
with her record of 29245.1 lbs. milk, 
3.5%, 1036.3 lbs. fat. The re- 
mainder of her long life was devoted 
primarily to regular production of 
offspring.

Matador Segis Ormsby was a coml- 
ing young sire at Carnation during 
the period when ‘‘Madcap” was ma- 
turing. The mating appeared s0 
promising that it was continued dur- 
ing the life of the bull. We began to 
hear rumors of the tremendous 
‘‘Madcap sisters’ at Carnation long 
before their mature records began to 
prove them the greatest sister-group 
of the breed. The oldest of the 
daughters, born when the mother 
was 3 years old, was named Carna- 
tion Ormsby Violet. She came 
through at maturity with a record of 
28638.5 lbs. milk, 3.7%, 1046.4 lbs. 
fat, this being one of the first 1000- 
lb. records for a daughter of Matador 
Segis Ormsby. She has a 1090-lb. 
daughter, and another daughter has 
a 1115-lb. daughter (see World, page 
24, Feb. 17, 1945). 

Then came Carnation Ormsby Maé- 
cap, twice above 1000 lbs. and 31000 
Ibs., with her highest record 36851.3 
lbs. milk, 3.6%, 1313 Ibs. fat. She 
has proven perhaps the greatest 
transmitting daughter of ‘Old Mad- 
cap” on the record to date. Her two 
daughters tested include Carnation 
Homestead Madcap (1216.4 lbs. fat, 
31908.4 Ibs. milk at 3 years), world’s 
champion heifer under mature age 
avd dam of the $26,000 Carnation 
Madcap Supreme at Curtiss Candy 
Company Farms. The other daugh- 
ter, Carnation Daisy Madcap, at 
years, 7 months, made 944.9 Ibs. fat, 
3.5%, 27031.4 lbs. milk, the highest 
producing 2-year-old in the whole 
Madcap line; in fact, the second 
highest of the breed. For her youné 
son by Governor of Carnation is

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April 1945 issue of Veterinary Mag- 
Png (Chicago) will carry the following 
editorial comment on the 1944 annual re- 
ort of the Chief of the Bureal of Animal 
industry, as it relates to the problem of 
novine bruellosis (Bang’s) eradication. 


The report of the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Animal ludustry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
for the fiscal year* ending June 30, 
1944, is a record of substantial 
achievement in a wide field of live- 
stock production, research and dis- 
sase control. Most of the activities of 
the Bureau were reported during the 
year as information on the re- 
sults became available; nevertheless, 
pringing them together in one report 
constitutes an impressive exhibit of 
accomplishment. 

While no new disease control proj- 
ects were undertaken during the 
year, worthwhile progress was made, 
with a single exception, in the cam- 
paigns that have long been under 
way, against diseases. The eradica- 
tion of the cattle tick is 99% com- 
plete, dourine is almost eliminated; 
cattle scabies is in the same cate- 
gory; sheep scabies is mainly con- 
fined to small Mid-West flocks (in 
which it is fostered by community 
sales) and some progress was made 
in hog cholera and swine erysipelas 
control. 

The bovine brucellosis eradication 
project alone, of all the activities of 
the Bureau. reflects no credit upon 
it, The year completes the 10th year 
of this project and the showing is 
indeed a sorry one. The men in the 
field have performed a difficult task 
exceptionally well, but the central 
direction has been incompetent. In 
10 years the project has cost the 
cooperating states $21,000,000, the 
federal government an_ unspecified 
amount and the livestock industry 
an incalculable sum. Accomplish- 
ments are dwarfed beside this huge 
expenditure. The reports, which leave 
untold more than they tell, show 
there has been no reduction in the 
percentage of positive reactors in the 
last seven years or since the project 
was switched from a cattle reduction 
Program to one of disease eradica- 
tion. This and interim reports show 
that about 600 counties have been 
declared modified accredited areas, 
but they do not show how many of 
these counties were placed in this 
list because of a reduction in the in- 
tidence, or how many are in it be- 
tause of a natural low incidence of 
the disease. By way of illustration: 
The positive reactors in North Caro- 
(na from 1935 to 1941 inclusive, be- 
lore all the counties were modified 
gee areas, averaged 1.8% of 
ihe cattle tested. In the last month 
it the 10-year period, when all coun- 
les in the state were modified ac- 
edited areas, the number of posi- 
lve reactors averaged 2%. 

The reports state that there are 
‘OW approximately 43 thousand ac- 
edited brucellosis free herds but 
hey do not tell how many were 
teed of the disease by test and 
‘laughter and how many were found 
tee of the disease on the first test.

herds in the country, that have not 
yet been found and credited to the 
project. 

Even if the reports were accepted 
at face value the showing is far from 
reassuring. The total accredited herds 
after 10 years is less than 2% of 
the number of herds under supervi- 
sion. At the same rate, eradication 
of the disease from this limited 
group, would require 500 years. In 
the last month of the 10-year period, 
the percentage of reactors was high- 
er than the average for any year 


Since the first three, at which time 
highly infected herds were selected 
for the purpose of cattle reduction. 
Of nearly 600 modified accredited 
counties, fewer than one-eighth are 
in important dairy states. 

After 10 years there is yet no uni- 
formity of rules in the various states 
and there exists a confusion of re- 
quirements for interstate shipment 
as it is effected by brucellosis or its 
absence or by vaccination. 

But the greatest lack of vision in 
directing the project has been the 
obstinate refusal to take advantage 
of vaccination until it was forced

A Leak in Dairy Farm Profits 


By R. R. Graves 


In most dairy barns in the United 
States the manure gutters behind the 
platforms where the cows stand are 
connected with drains which carry 
off water when the barns are washed 
out and which also carry off some of 
the liquid manure. The liquid ma- 
nure not absorbed by the bedding ma- 
terial or removed with the solid 
manure in cleaning the barn is car- 
ried out through the drains and usu- 
ally is lost for fertilization purposes 
unless some provision is made to re- 
cover it. 

In many countries, and on a few 
farms in the United States, the liq- 
uid manure is drained from the gut- 
ters, and also from the pit where all 
the manure is stored, into a cistern. 
From the cistern the liquid manure 
is pumped or drawn into tank wagons 
or trucks and spread on the land. The 
liquid manure is highly prized for its 
ability to stimulate the growth of 
grass or other crops. 

The fresh urine from cows has a 
varying amount of nitrogen, depend- 


ing on the kind of ration consumed, 


and other factors. The nitrogen con- 
tent will vary from 0.8 percent to 1.5 
rercent and will average just under 1 
percent. The potassium content also 
approaches 1 percent, but the phos- 
phorus and calcium contents are very 
low. Approximately half of the nit- 
rogen excreted by the cow is in the 
feces and half in the urine. 


Since the urine is a valuable source 
of nitrogen and potassium, an experi- 
ment was conducted at the Wood- 
ward, Okla., Field Station, Bureau of 
Dairy Industry, in co-operation with 
the Oklahoma Experiment Station, 
by R. E. Leighton and J. R. Dawson, 
to determine the amount of urine 
lest from the manure gutter of a 
dairy barn during the period of the 
year when cows are stabled most of 
the time. There were really two 
trials. 


In the first trial 10 Holstein cows 
averaging 1,434 pounds in weight 
were kept in the barn continuously 
for a 5-day period. The drain from 
the gutter was sealed and an attempt 
was made to keep enough straw in 
the gutter to absorb all the urine. 
The solid manure and the straw with 
the absorbed liquid were removed 
separately, several times a day, and 
weighed. 

The average amount of urine void- 
ed per cow per day, during this pe- 
riod was 35.7 pounds. This was at 


the rate of 24.8 pounds per 1,000 
pounds live weight. These figures do 
not differ very much from those ob- 
tained by Fuller at the New Hamp- 
shire Station, who reported an aver- 
age of 31.3 pounds of urine per cow 
per day or 26.8 pounds per 1,000 
pounds live weight. 

In a second part of this first trial 
the same 10 cows were kept in the 
barn continuously for a 5-day period. 
The drain from the gutter was open 
and the urine that escaped was 
trapped and weighed. The stalls were 
well-bedded with straw but none was 
placed in the gutter nor within a foot 
of the gutter’s edge. However, the 
cows pushed some of the straw into 
the gutter. The gutter was cleaned 
out twice a day. It was observed that 
the solid manure blocked the gutter 
so that little urine escaped into the 
drain except when the gutter was be- 
ing cleaned. The amount of urine 
escaping by the drain was 5.06 
pounds per cow per day or 14.2 per- 
cent of the average amount voided. 

In the second trial 10 cows were 
again kept in the barn continuously 
for a 5-day period. The drain was 
sealed and straw was placed in the 
gutter to absorb the urine. It was ob- 
served that the urine passed rapidly 
through the straw in the gutter and 
enly that part of the straw that was 
in contact with the urine absorbed 
to its capacity. The wet straw was 
piaced in the litter and the free urine 
was then taken out of the gutter and 
added to the straw in the carrier. 
The load was weighed and then 
dumped on the ground and permit- 
ted to drain for 30 to 45 minutes, 
efter which it was reweighed. E 

In this trial the amount of urine 
voided per cow per day was 36.7 
pounds and the amount of urine lost 
by drainage was 6.7 pounds or ap- 
proximately 18 percent. The amount 
of free urine in the gutter, that the 
straw did not absorb, was 8 pounds 
per cow per day or a little less than 
22 percent of the average amount 
voided. 

The cows kept cleaner when straw 
was kept in the gutter to absorb the 
urine, largely because their tails did 
not become so fouled. The average 
of the results of these two trials 
shows the following: 


(1) Amount of urine voided per 
cow per day, 36.2 pounds; (2) aver- 
age urine loss per cow per day from

A Northfield Brood Cow

Cows, Colleges and Contentment 
has long been a slogan of the North- 
field, Minnesota Community, and 
perhaps no cow has brought more 
contentment to her owner, Art 
Bruce, than Careme Segis Ormsby, 
the mother of sons and daughters 
who have been making front page 
headlines the past few years. In 1942 
it was Dictator Ormsby Oak, the 
Senior Yearling Bull, who pulled 
somewhat of a surprise by winning 
All-American honors over the _ fa- 
mous “‘Chip” bull of Franlo Farms, 


and later was sold at a four figure 
price to Mr. Ravencroft to assist in 
the breeding work at Ravenglen 


along with King Bessie Senator. A 
little later in that same year at the 
U. S. National Sale another son, one 
year younger, sold at a four figure 
price to the Curtiss Candy Company, 


While these two sales alone in- 
dicated the old cow must have, to 
use a slang phrase, ‘“‘something on 
the ball” it was not until 1943 at 


the Elkhorn fall sale, that the writer 
of this article became particularly 
interested after seeing the beautiful 
heifer calf. a daughter of this same 
cow, top the sale going to Mr. Ren- 
nebohn for the neat sum of $2000. 
While it is always dangerous to 
make prophecies or predictions, it is 
safe to say that had there been a 
Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and 
a National Dairy Show, this heifer 
would have given most any competi- 
tor a serious challenge for All-Amer- 
ican honors in the Senior heifer calf 
class. 

With these three last offspring in 
mind, the thought arose as to how 
many more calves the cow must have 
had during her lifetime; so a trip 
was made to the Bruce farm first to 
what Careme looked like her- 
self, and to obtain a complete his- 
tory of her. It was most interesting 
to find that she had just freshened 
with another heifer calf in Novem- 
ber, this being her tenth calf. Car- 
was born October 18,° 1929. 
first calf, a bull, died shortly

Down East in the cradle of the 
registered Holstein there is an elder- 
ly Yankee gentleman who has a 
slightly different slant on the subject 
of cattle breeding. Edward P. West 
js his name; residence, his 440-acre 
Hartsbrook farm in the fertile river 
yalley near Hadley, Mass. It is fit- 
ting that his great herd should have 
peen developed so near the spot, at 
Belmont, Mass., where in 1852 the 
first permanently registered Holstein 
imported herd was established. 

Mr. West is a plain, quiet man of 
the land. He has spent his 74 years 
on this farm. His father and grand- 
father farmed it before him, it being 
purchased by the latter in 1808. 

When “E. P.,’”’ as Mr. West is 
affectionately called, was a boy, the 
one saleable product of this farm 
was Shorthorn steers. In fact, steers 
were raised until some time after 
1900 in which year was purchased 
a registered Holstein bull to gradu- 
ally infuse the Shorthorns with an 
inclination to produce some milk. 
The first registered female Holstein 
was acquired in 1912. 

During the span of his life, E. P. 
West has seen butter sell at _11% 
cents per pound. During the past ten 
years he has enjoyed the distinction 
of owning with his sons one of the 
great producing herds of the East. 
It possesses a ten-year herd test av- 
erage of 38 cows, never milked over 
twice a day and producing 10,174 
lbs. 3.7% milk and 375.3 lbs. fat per 
cow per year for the ten-year period. 

Peak Production 

Last year his 42 cows averaged 
10,332 Ibs. milk, 3.9% test, and 
405.7 lbs. butterfat on 2X milking. 
Seventeen of the 42 head were two- 
and-three-year-old heifers, ten were 
four-year-olds, and only fifteen were 
five years old or older. 


Of the 126 animals in the herd 
all except one were raised on the 
place. It seems logical therefore to 


expect of Mr. West some good advice 
for the 15,400 people who have re- 
cently acquired their first registered 
Holsteins, viz., during 1943. 

How can I get started? How can 


I secure high butterfat test? What 
form of production testing pays 
best? Shall I vaccinate against 


Bang’s disease? 


I asked Mr. West these questions. 
He told me how he had started with 
the purchase of a registered bull 
ealf, then later six heifer calves. 
Some years after making these pur- 
chases an old horse was traded for 
the calf, Midfield Wayne. The orig- 
inal animals were mostly good pro- 
ducers but Midfield Wayne proved 
best of all. She gave 23,187.8 Ibs. 
3.4% milk and 791.7 lbs. butterfat 
when placed on A. R. test. ‘“‘In her 
lifetime,’ he said, ‘‘she produced 
nearly 200,000 pounds. The figures 
are around somewhere. She left us 
ten female calves and there had been 
four bull calves when death came at 
the ripe age of seventeen. She placed 
fourth as a four-year-old at Eastern 
States Exposition. Today there are 
thirty-five descendants of Midfield 
Wayne in the herd.” 

Therefore it is easy to understand 
Mr. West’s point of view when he 
said, ‘‘Be content to breed your way 
slowly into a registered herd; many 
people fail because they buy high 
priced cattle before they know how 
to feed and breed good ones.” ‘‘Buy 
a few, then breed from the best,” 
said Mr. West. 


Here is another test of whether 
you know the business of breeding 
cattle. Can you appreciate the in- 
fluence of environment sufficiently 
to enthuse over a 500-pound fat 2X 
D.H.I. or Herd Test record just as 
much as if it were 800 or 900 pounds 
made under A.R. conditions? As Mr. 
West expressed it, “Learn early to 


evaluate environment.” He = said, 
“Here is where the beginner goes 
‘on the rocks’.”’” What Mr. West 


meant was that normal environment, 
2X milking, with regular yearly 
calvings provide a truer picture of a 
cow’s natural inheritance. Numer- 
ous cows that normally calve regu- 
larly every twelve months or there- 
about will sometimes produce double 
their average yearly amount when 
they are not bred to calve within 
15 or 18 months of previous calving 
and fitted and milked 3X daily. The 
effect of pregnancy plus extra fitting, 
feed, and care is very great. 

Prove Your Bulls 


Mr. West has proved five bulls. 
Their indexes on a 2X basis are as 


follows: 


Fobes Brookholm Inka—30 pair's 
—2X—9,920 lbs. milk, 3.33% test, 
330 lbs. fat. 

Hartsbrook Creamelle Lad — 22 
pairs—2X—10,760 lbs. milk, 3.56% 
test, 383 lbs. fat. 

Newmont Man-O-War Victor—-19 
pairs—2X—12,672 lbs. milk, 3.33% 
test, 422 lbs. fat. 

Admiral Ormsby Fobes Beechwood 
—19 pairs—2X—10,420 lbs. milk, 
3.77% test, 393 lbs. fat. 

Osborndale Sir Rufus Inka May— 
18 pairs—2X—12,020 Ibs. milk, 
4.24% test, 510 lbs. fat. 

The two present herd sires are as 
follows: Sir Ormsby Alice 815143. 
He is by the desirably proved New 
Jersey bull of artificial breeding 
fame known as ‘‘Alice’’ and out of 
a cow that has a D.H.I. lifetime rec- 
ord to date of 132,576 lbs. milk aver- 
aging 4.24% and 5,622.5 Ibs. fat, 
all made on strictly 2X milking. Her 


dam has ten half sisters in D.H.lI. 
that average 3.9%. 
The other sire, Lauxmont Della 


Dairy Gold (V. G.) 787412, is by 
Laird Della and out of Lauxmont 
Admiral Honor Girl who produced 
17,681 lbs. 4.04% milk in D.H.I. at 
2 years on 3X, and 24,581 lbs. 3.9% 


milk and 950.6 lbs. fat. (A.R 
3X) at 3% years, and other high 
records. 


The significant thing is that every 
one of the proved bulls, excepting 
the last mentioned, lowered produc- 
tion and still the Hartsbrook herd 
has been gradually improving in 
production and test for many years. 
The reason indicated by the proprie- 
tor is that he has used his production 
records to cull the lower producers 
and breed the higher testing and 
higher producing cows. He reserved 
calves from such daughters of a bull 
as exceeded their dams. Another 
point to remember in this connec- 
tion, he says, is to breed for large 
size, with high fat test and type. 
“You can more often maintain milk 
volume with high test if your cows 
have large size.”’ It is the small 
high testing cows that in Mr. West’s 
opinion are apt to drop down in the 
volume of milk. 

“‘We watch our herd carefully for 
the appearance of any disease and 
we control it. Calfhood vaccination 
was started in 1935 following an 
outbreak of abortion and -has heen

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Proposed Code for Sales 


Elsewhere in this issue we present the report of the 
Purebred Dairy Cattle Association Committee that has 
been working out a proposed uniform code of fair prac- 
tice for public and private sales. This report will now go 
to each of the five dairy breeds separately for further 
action. 

We assume this may come up for discussion by our 
Board of Directors when it meets in June, and we know 
the Board will welcome any constructive criticism or sug- 
gestion that breeders or sale managers may have rela- 
tive to it. 

On the whole, it seems this proposed code follows 
quite closely the present practice in our better Holstein 
sales. One important variation is found in the yardstick 
covering the breeding guarantee on bulls. 

Such a code when officially approved, will be partic- 
ularly helpful as a guide to breeders in their transactions. 

To our thinking, the effort reaches its low point when 
it attempts to specify police powers that obviously can- 
not and will not be enforced in the breed associations. 
We will welcome comment and suggestion from our 
readers. 

For public sales the proposals are not greatly different 
than are now in use in reputable Holstein sales covering 
health and breeding guarantees. Such a code will be 
useful in connection with private sales, and will doubtless 
form a basis for equitable adjustment of the most com- 
mon causes of dispute. 


Livestock Auction Sales Not Banned 


The ban on conventions and meetings having attend- 
ance of over 50 people definitely does not apply to public 
auction sales of livestock. In response to a recent request 
by Secretary Norton for clarification of this question, R. 
H. Clare, Secretary of the War Committee on Conven- 
tions, replied as follows under date of February 28, 
1945: 

“To be exempt from the necessity of ob- 
taining a permit, livestock auction sales, and the 
prior display, showing, or grading of animals 
must be confined to animals actually to be sold 
at the event. The showing or display of local 
animals in conjunction with a livestock auction 
sale is permissible without the necessity for 
their sale. Where such animals are displayed or 
exhibited but are not for sale, they must be 
drawn solely from within the local commuting 
zones — or, in the case of a rural community, 
from within the normal local trading area. In 
addition, the display or showing of related 
equipment, supplies and accessories is permis- 
sible only if all exhibitors are from within the 
local commuting zones — or, in the case of a 
rural community, from within the normal local 
trading area. 

‘‘Meetings and other gatherings held in con- 
junction with livestock auction sales, require a 
permit if more than fifty persons in attendance 
are from beyond the normal local commuting 
zone—or, in the case of a rural community, 
from beyond the normal local trading area. 

“Sponsors of livestock shows and exhi- 
bitions, where the animals are assembled mere- 
ly for exhibition or show purposes, or for the 
subsequent awarding of ribbons, prizes, et cet- 
era, and are not to be sold at aution, must file 
application for permits to hold such events.” 


County fairs, we learn, are construed as coming with- 
in this local classification, although not yet exempted 
from the general ban on horse racing. This we may hope 
can be lifted before the county fair season arrives. Many 
harness horse men are keeping their horses in training in 
that expectation. Their absence would greatly change the 
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county fair picture as country folks like to see the trot. 
ters and pacers go. 

Few of the state fairs are making plans for 
hibitions. Those that are in a position to carry on should 
certainly receive every consideration from the wa 
agencies concerned. The same is true of regional or state 
Black and White shows and other breed exhibitions whieh} 
contribute so much to continued breed improvement. Such 
events, highly important to agriculture, impose smal] 
strain on public transportation.

Untimely Cuts 


New York dairymen have been faced 
drastic reductions in price for the spring 
causing considerable concern. 

First was a drop in the subsidy, or so-called produce. 
tion return, from 70 cents to 35 cents; elimination of ¢ 
special 10-cent draught subsidy. 

Next came a 25-cent per cwt. Class 1 spring reduction 
as called for in the market order itself, to go into effee{ 
April 1. The Market Administrator announces that this 
spring price cut is being suspended, for the third sue. 
cessive year. Now comes another threat of a 20-cent droy 
in the Class 1 price from another source. This fluid class 
price is determined by a complicated mathematical form. 
ula involving the price of milk powder and butter. The 
Dairyman’s League calls attention to the fact that the 
Government has recently lowered its support price or 
milk powder one-half cent a pound, which is already 
practically all reflected in the market price with possi- 
bility of enough further drop to reduce the fluid price 20 
cents per ecwt. under the formula. 

There seems little logical basis for any of these re 
ductions. War demands for milk and milk products are 
still beyond the capacity of the industry to meet fully. 
And certainly there is nothing in the production situation 
in the Northern states to reduce production costs in April 
nor in May, unless the spring season is unusually ad- 
vanced.

For the past ten 
years he had been herdsman for George C. Bell of Sar- 
nia and was a well-known figure at the Holstein shows 
of the province.

let's Give Testers a Break 


It has required much additional effort and diligence 
since Pearl Harbor to keep DHI associations manned with 
supervisor's capable of providing satisfactory testing and 
record-keeping service, A forthright call for help from 
every DHIA member is in order. Frankly speaking, his 
cooperation in keeping the tester on the job and in help- 
ing the association to keep going is most essential now. 
Let us give our testers a break. 


At best the life of a tester is not an easy one with a 
different bed, different food and a different environment 
to take day after day. Letting him shift for himself or 
treating him as an itinerant farm hand certainly makes 
lie job less inviting. The good tester doesn’t expect or 
jesire special consideration or undue hospitality, but he 
will do better work and serve the association longer if he 
receives a reasonable amount of cooperation from the 
member, his family and hired men who handle the dairy 
herd. . 

Here are some of the things a tester appreciates and 
has the right to expect: (1) A comfortable bed, (2) a 
quiet place where he can work on records in comfort and 
without disturbance, (3) lots of hot water for testing 
and washing equipment, (4) a warm place to test the 
milk, (5) prompt payment of the testing fee, (6) the co- 
operation of the member or the herdsman in keeping the 
breeding and calving dates entered accurately on the 
forms provided the member free-of-charge, and (7) an 
opportunity to get from the member each month, without 
waste of time, information which he needs to keep good 
records for the Member. 


A mutually friendly attitude between member and 
tester has a very wholesome effect on raising the quality 
of the tester’s services, which in turn increases the value 
of his service to the member. The alert tester invites 
members to check his records and to discuss them with 
him. Members are urged to raise questions about the 
nature of the methods used, the accuracy of the records 
and, in fact, about any and all phases of conducting DHI 
associations. Such discussions will certainly improve 
the value of the service.

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Osborn Criticizes Inaction 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Probably some readers of the World missed the 
‘Southern News Notes” by National Fieldman Allen 
Crissey, in the February 17 issue. But I am sure that 
there are a number of breeders who like myself became 
much stirred up by what they read there, both in Cris- 
sey’s eloquent words, and between the lines also. 

Members of the Association on the Eastern Seaboard 
and in many other parts of the country have long been 
dismayed by the activity of the Guernsey Association in 
prejudicing the minds of the public against Holstein 
milk, and in the aggressive fashion in which they have 
sone after new breeders. Regular advertisements in the 
‘‘Ladies Home Journal. over the radio and in the news- 
papers cast sneers at ‘ordinary milk.’’ The public, not 
being told anything to the contrary, and seeing these 
advertisements repeated time and time again without 
refutation, cannot help believing what they read. I have 
heard acquaintances say quite positively that Guernsey 
milk is “superior’’ to Holstein milk, and they cite these 
advertisements in testimony. This evidence of the suc- 
cess of their campaign will undoubtedly delight the 
Guernsey officials who draw the checks for this adver- 
tising. 

To cite definite examples of what is happening in this 
part of the country. the large Brock Hall Company of 
New Haven has for some time past been shifting its cus- 
tomers from Grade A milk to Golden Guernsey. This same 
policy is being followed by milk companies in New-York 
and New Jersey. Recently a director of our State Asso- 
ciation who owns a hundred registered Holsteins and 
Jerseys and has been selling Grade A milk (4.2 test) was 
told that he would be dropped to Grade B basis. The 
Mitchell Dairy of Bridgeport, explained that this was 
hecause their Company is shifting its Grade A customers 
over to Golden Guernsey, to meet the competition of 
other dealers. 

The question is ““Why doesn’t the Holstein Associa- 
tion do something about it?” All of us know that it is 
not lack of funds, since the bank accounts of our Associ- 
ation have been swelled far beyond the dreams of avarice. 
Is it a desire to maintain a fictitious politeness to ‘‘our 

sister breeders’’? If so. there is also a time to know when 
we are being imposed upon. Certainly this Guernsey cam- 
paign, cleverly worded though the advertisements are, 
is a provocation that would try the patience of Job. That 
is unless Job were fast asleep. 

Or is our docility dufe to lack of leadership? It is 
not given to the common, or barn yard, variety of mem- 
ber to know whether the Board of Directors has dis- 
cussed defensive measures against the propaganda being 


disseminated by the’ Guernsey people. But action speaks 
louder than words, and if any action has been taken x 
far by the Board of Directors (other than law cases in 
New York State) it has not been noticeable. Here on the 
battle line we need help. And New England is only one 
sector of the battle line. 

A particularly eloquent section in Crissey’s letter 
comes near the end, where he states that the opportunity 
to establish Holsteins in the South is being lost because 
of insufficient field service. Certainly Crissey has done 
all that one man could do, and three times as much a 
we have a right to expect, considering that he spends 
only half of his time in this territory. Why can’t we help 
him? Carloads of Holsteins have been coming in from 
Wisconsin, and from other areas. Are we content to 
lose the best part of this market to Guernseys? 

As Crissey’s letter states, the Guernsey people hav 
placed a whole squad of field men in this area, and ar 
spending many thousands of dollars there. He reports 
succinctly, ‘‘They are confident that they will not lose 
this territory to Holsteins.’’. And judging from the lack 
of action by the Holstein ‘‘General Staff’’ their conf- 
dence is reasonable. Certainly if we can’t win this are’ 
for Holsteins now, we never can, The bank balances il 
Brattleboro continue to grow, while this rich territory i 
being lost as a future market. 

Before the National Convention last June, Fred Tulli' 
and I circulated widely, particularly to all the Director 
and Delegates to the Convention, a statement on the 
need to rouse our Association from its present state 0 
complacency, and to show the public that our Associatio! 
does not concur with the Guernsey propaganda thé 
Guernsey milk is superior to ours and that the Guertée! 
cow is superior to the Holstein. We reproduced tl 
Guernsey people’s own charts, showing that the tolé 
number of Registered Holsteins has stood practically st! 
during the past twenty-five years. And we quoted th 
self-assured statements of the Guernsey officials th 
Guernsey gains would be continued. But still no suitall 
action to protect our markets has been taken. Since t! 
1945 Convention has been cancelled, it is necessary ' 
use your columns as a forum. Are not members of 0 
Association alarmed that in the most populous areas * 
are losing ground to yellow milk and the yellow cow? 

I should like to hear whether Holstein breeders " 
other sections of the country feel that our present defel* 
against the Guernsey campaign of propaganda is att 
quate, or whether a more aggressive action is called ' 
on the part of the national Association.

lwo years ago this past February 4th, when we 
began our attack and practical farm research on the 
problem of mastitis, we conceived the idea of feed- 
ing nothing but whole and skim milk from cows 


The facts had been presented to us by a most 
reliable veterinarian and other persons in authority,

Friesian Association met Feb. 16 at 
Fresno Hotel in Fresno, Calif., for 
their annual meeting. 


Thirty-five breeders attended the 
afternoon meeting and many others 
were on hand with their wives for 
the banquet and dancing which fea- 
tured the evening. Harmony and 
good fellowship prevailed during the 
entire session. 


Buoyed by the splendid financial 
condition in which Secretary-Treas- 
urer A. J. Quist’s report showed the 
association affairs, breeders were 
strong in their approval of continu- 
ing the work of Fieldman Wendell 
Fuhriman during the coming year. 
Along this line, a more flexible fi- 
nancing plan to support expenses of 
the fieldman was voted. The board 
recommended and the membership 
voted that breeders have a choice of 
paying either 3% of the proceeds 
from their sales of breeding stock, 
as during the past year, or $1 per 
head for breeding stock sold. Fee 
from breeders where no sales are 
niade is to continue at 25c per head. 


Terms of three directors of the as- 
sociation expired this year and they 
were all returned to office. These 
breeders were Mr. Quist of Fresno, 
Frank Hopkins of San Jose, and 
Larry Wolfsen of Dos Palos. Like- 
wise, all association officers were re- 
turned to fill successive terms. These 
are: Mr. Hopkins, president; George 
Sawyer of Waterford, vice-president, 
and Mr. Quist, secretary-treasurer. 


Of spot importance was announce- 
ment of C, N. Vickers, western field- 
man of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America, that a classification 
schedule through California herds 
will get under way early in July. All 
breeders who wish to classify are to 
make application through Mr. Fuhri- 
man or Mr. Vickers not later than 
June 1. The classifying will be done 
under the new system which proves

Of particular 
interest to the Holstein-men was his 
recital of inbreeding Black & Whites

It is a privilege and a source of 
inspiration to be a guest in the Priz- 
zell home. It is a splendid example 
of a family that is working together 
and working hard, especially in thege 
days of labor shortage. While their 
two boys are still pretty young to 
do much of the farm work, their 
three girls are a very real help ip 
the care of the herd and other farm 
duties. The best part of it all is 
that the entire family, including the 
older boy, who, I should say, is about 
four years old, are genuinely in- 
terested in the herd-and have a real 
love for the cattle. 


A student of inheritance can 
readily discern that this interest in 
purebred Holstein cattle is deeply 
rooted and that it goes back beyond 
the present generation.

about sixty years ago. Grandfather 
Roe began an extensive program of 
Advanced Registry testing in 1894. 

His son, H. D. Roe, Mrs. Frizzell’s 
uncle, carried on the herd and made 
it one of the foremost breeding es- 
tablishments of this country about 
the turn of the century. Between 
1900 and 1904, a number of world’s 
records were broken in the Roe herd. 
These included such famous trans- 
mitting cows as Beryl Wayne, May 
Hartog Pauline De Kol. Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline, and Lilith 
Pauline De Kol. The last three men- 
tioned cows were daughters of De 
Kol 2d’s Paul De Kol, on which 
great sire the herd was built. His 
daughters were mated with the next 
herd sire in the Roe herd, Pauline 
Paul 2d’s Count, resulting in such 
famous bulls as Lilith Pauline De 
Kol’s Count and Aaggie Coruncopia 
Pauline Count. 

In 1897. when Frederick L. 
Houghton wrote his book ‘‘Holstein- 
Friesian Cattle.’ he included Frank 
Roe among the men who had made 
a real contribution to the early de- 
velopment of the breed in America. 
He mentioned that Frank Roe’s 
father, William H. Roe, was a fancier 
of fine cows and kept a high grade 
dairy of Shorthorns. Frank Roe’s 
grandfather had bought the farm at

STATE RECORD 


Paul F. Evans, Superintendent of 
the Board of Education of Davidson 
County, North Carolina, has set a 
good example that could be followed 
py many other people in similar po- 
sitions. 

When the Government began to ra- 
tion foods and whole milk began to 
be a little short so that Mr. Evans 
found difficulty in getting all the 
milk and butter required by his fam- 
ily, he went out and bought himself 
a cow. 

Looking for plenty of milk he 
pought from Mr. W. M. Shuford, 
Supt. of the Junior Home at Lex- 
ington, a registered Holstein cow, by 
name Junior Order Beets Segis 
Gloria. 

Her production looked so good that 
he applied to the Dairy Department 
at State College to put her on official 
test. Mr. Evans says that he wanted 
to get some first hand information 
about testing and also find out what 
he had in this cow with such a long 
name. 

The result was that he had more 
milk than his family could consume 
and arrangements were made to have 
the Coble Dairy truck stop by the 
Evans Dairy each morning and pick 
up a can of milk. 

Mr. Evans says that he really got 
a kick out of caring for the cow. ‘I 
did practically all the milking’’, says 


Mr. Evans. “At times when I was 
away my 15-year-old son, Paul F. 
Evans, Jr.. took over and did an 


excellent job of it. Milking hours 
were 7:00 o’clock morning and eve- 
ning as regular as the time came. 
This enabled me to do most of the 
milking and meet any engagements 1 
might have with school groups. In 
addition to learning a good deal 
about dairying, I was able to help 
out a little in the War Effort. 1 
learned quite a bit about the ad- 
vantage of a balanced feed, a regular 
milking period and the fine response 
cne gets from the good treatment of 
cows. I found that I really have a 
good cow. With the experience 1 
now have I believe I could easily pro- 
duce a thousand to fifteen hundred 
more pounds of milk on the second 
test.”’ 

To Mr. Evans’ great surprise he 
has just been notified by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, that his cow has taken the lead 
for all of North Carolina’s senior 4- 
year-old Holsteins milked two times 
daily in the Ten-Month Division, with 
the production of 515 pounds of but- 
terfat and 14,507 pounds of milk.

NEW 8-POINT PROGRAM WILL 
HELP MEET 1945 MILK PRO- 
DUCTION GOAL 

A new nation-wide program to 
meet the wartime need for more milk 
is under way in each of the 48 states. 
Sponsored by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, the War Food Ad- 
ministration and State Extension 
Services in cooperation with the 
Dairy Industry Committee, the 1945 
&-point program will help dairy farm- 
ers secure more production’ with 
available labor. 

The War Food Administration and 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
have set a 1945 goal of 120,- 
582,000,000 pounds of milk. Milk 
production so far this year is on 2a 
level that makes the goal reasonable 
but also demands all possible steps to 
keep up production during the re- 
mainder of the year. 

The 8-Points featured in the pro- 
gram are: 

1. Grow an abundance of 

quality roughage. 


high- 


2. Balance your herd with your 
feed supply. 
3. Keep production records on 


each cow in your herd. 
4. Practice disease-control 
ods. ; 
5. Produce milk and cream of the 
highest quality. 
6. Adopt labor-saving methods. 
7. Take care of your land. 
8. Develop a sound breeding pro- 
gram. 
The War Food Administration 
says: ‘Possible changes in demand 
due to the war suggest a dairy pro- 
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gram based on efficiency of produc- 
tion. This is in line with state sug- 
gestions which form the basis for 
the 8-Points. Such a program will be 
sound regardless of any changes in 
cutlets for dairy products.” 

According to the Dairy Industry 
Committee, ‘“The progress is designed 
to assist producers in a year when 
possible changes in demand due to 
the war may occur. The principles 
advocated are pointed toward the 
pest returns from milk production at 
any given price relationship for feed 
and milk.” 

Increased efficiency in milk pro- 
duction will also be of great help to 
dairy farmers in the post-war pe- 
riod, when Government purchases of 
dairy products will decrease. While 
demand for milk products will con- 
tinue strong during the changeover, 
the United States must ultimately ab- 
serb milk now going into lend-lease 
and military products. 

Total U. S. milk production in 1944 
was 12% larger than the average 
production for the years 1933-1942. 
If average milk production per cow, 
which is around 4603 pounds per 
year, could be increased by more ef- 
ficient methods, it would increase 
dairy farmers’ net returns from milk 
and put him on a stronger founda- 
tion for post-war. 

All branches of the dairy industry 
are ready to build up consumer de- 
mand in the post-war period but this 
may not take care of all the milk. 
Dairy farmers who adopt and keep 
in effect the most efficient methods 
of production are the ones who will 
best be able to meet post-war 
changes.—-The Dairy Industry Com- 
mittee

The Bureau of Dairy Industry an- 
nounces that the proved sire record 
of the 15,000th sire was recently 
compiled in their -cooperative pro- 
gram. This program was started in 
1935 and 800,000 records have been 
reported by state extension services 
for use in compiling proved-sire rec- 
erds, These have come from about 
32,000 herds.

Since then, I have al- 
ways weighed the milk at every 
milking, so I know exactly what each 
cow is doing each year. 

“IT have been blood tested for 
Bang’s disease every year since I 
started the herd in 1927, and never 
had a positive cow. 

“Tl think if every Holstein herd 
was classified, it would be another 
step toward better Holsteins.’”’

HERD IMPROVEMENT TESTS 


There are 40 Herd Test averages listed in this report. The highest average is that of J. F. Bowlby, Ovid, soetee. 
His herd of 17 cows in classification 2X averaged 520.9 pounds of fat, 13677 pounds of milk, 3.8 per cent. This is the 
third straight year that Mr. Bowlby’s herd has averaged over 500 pounds of fat and 12000 pounds of milk. In the entire 
nine-year period that his herd has been in the Herd Test, the average production has never dropped below 400 pounds 
of fat or 11000 pounds of milk. 

Beginning with this issue, we are including the summary which has appeared regularly in the Herd Test News Let- 
ter. Following the name and address of the herd owner, the figure in the first parenthesis is the number of consecutive 
years that he has been on Herd Test. The first figure in the second parenthesis indicates the number of nurse cows, 
cows with damaged udders, and cows twelve years of age and over omitted from the herd average. The second figure 
represents the cows omitted from the herd average by cancellation of registry certificates. The third figure gives the 
number of cows reported to the owner in the supplementary list and not figured in the herd average. This latter 
group includes cows that were in the herd for less than 300 days.

If the urine nitroge, 
losses from horses, sheep, beef cattle 
and swine were included the excog 
over the amount of nitrogen used iy 
commercial fertilizers would be far 
greater. . 

There are at least two ways of a. 
tacking this problem that would help 
conserve the fertilizing constituents 
or the manure, particularly of the 
urine. One is to have a tight cistery 
into which the liquid manure yill 
drain from the gutters. Straw or 
other bedding material should be 
kept out of the cistern. Unless the 
cistern is located so that its contents 
can be drained into a tank wagon, a 
pump will be required to transfer it. 
A tank wagon or truck will be needed 
for hauling the liquid manure ani 
spreading on the pastures or fields. 
In experimental work at the West- 
ern Washington Experiment Station, 
urine diluted approximately 10 time 
with water used in washing the barn, 
was applied to pasture herbage on 
fertile land, resulting in an increased 
yield, measured in terms of total di- 
gestible nutrients, of over 8 percent. 
When superphosphate was also used 
increases in yield in some cases were 
as high as 40 percent. Approximately 
87 hours of man labor and 30 hour 
of team labor, per acre, were require( 
for applying the liquid manure with 
a tank wagon. 

The other method is that of keep- 
ing cows in loafing or pen barn 
where fresh bedding is added daily 
and the accumulated manure i 
packed tightly by the tramping of the 
cattle. Experiments have shown that 
the loss of nitrogen by this method, 
up to the time of removing the ma 
nure, is very small. It has the disaé- 
vantage of requiring more straw; ani 
this leads to the further drawback 
that the availability for plant use of 
the nitrogen in the manure, decrease 
in proportion to the increase in the 
amount of straw used, The manure 
need not be removed until soil con 
ditions are best for spreading the me 
nure and plowing it under or discing 
it in. Prompt plowing under, or dis¢ 
ing in, is essential if the urine nitro 
gen is to be saved for plant growth.

Here is our first born son of Lochinvar, at two weeks old, photographed by flashlight inside the barn. 
Note that both mother and son seem quite interested in getting a bit of nourishment. 


As we told you last time, the dam, SADIE MONTVIC MAID VEEMAN, is a daughter of Mont- 
vic Chieftain 7th and made a record on 3X at 25 months old of 16,195.4 Ibs. milk, 4.0%, 642.2 Ibs. 
fat. She freshened again at 3y, 4m and immediately went on 3X test again, her first official day 
being 56 lbs. milk with 4.23% test. She continued to gain and was producing up to 2.8 lbs. fat per 
day when suddenly without warning and for no apparent reason, she dropped dead. Post mortem 
showed a broken blood vessel in her stomach. Her last milking before her death was one of her 
best, at which time she cleaned up her feed and appeared in the best of health and condition. 


The death of this great cow, while a serious loss to our breeding program, will not change our plans 
to send the son to the 31st Anniversary Sale at Waukesha on March 26. 


We realize, of course, that he would have brought us more money if we could say that his dam is still 
living and materially increasing her splendid two-year-old record. But we remind prospective buy- 
ers that he still carries exactly the same inheritance and the same potential breeding power whether 
his dam is living or dead, or whether her record is completed, partly finished or never started. The 
fact that she has a fine two-year-old record leaves no hole in the pedigree of the bull — his average 
for 27 nearest dams without a skip, of 21,881.9 lbs. milk, 3.85%, 837.41 Ibs. fat, still stands. And 
perhaps the death of this cow may mean an opportunity for some breeder or group of breeders more 
interested in proven blood lines than in the size of the record made by the dam.
